Top ‘Round  The  Clock’  Service 


The  Student  Health-  Center, 
complete  with  four  doctors,  a 
staff  of  nurses,  and  a great  deal 
of  new  and  costly  equipment,  is 
open  for  emergencies  24  hours 
a day.' 

Dr.  Ariel  Williams,  head  of  the 
center,  said  that  it  is  handling  an 
average  of  144  patients  a day. 
During  winter  quarter  last  year 
they  cared  for  185  patients  a 
day.  He  expects  the  average  this 
year  will  be  much  larger  due  to 
the  greater  enrollment. 

Many  types  of  ailments  are 
brought  into  the  Health  Center. 
A few  of  the  most  common  are 
colds,  allergies,  contagious  dis- 
eases and  stomach  disturbances 
caused  by  improper  eating  hab- 
its. 

Dr.  Williams  said  no  student 
should  consult  a specialist  with- 
out first  consulting  the  Health 
Center.  The  doctors  there  can 
diagnose  the  ailment  and,  if  spec- 
ial care  is  needed,  will  direct  him 
to  the  right  specialist. 

The  Health  Center  has  many 
facilities  including  physiotherapy 
euipment,  whirl  pool  baths,  card- 
iographs, and  an  electrical  device 
for  removing  warts. 

The  Health  Center  is  open  for 
consultation  from  7 a.m.  until  6 
p.m.  If  help  is  needed  after  hours, 
a student  can  gain  admittance 
by  ringing  the  bell.  During  the 
day  students  should  call  241  or 
242.  After  10  p.m.  call  2906. 

If  a student  needs  a doctor 
during  the  night  he  should  call 
the  Health  Center.  They  will 
send  a doctor  and  pay  part  of 
the  minimum  night  call  charged 
by  private  doctors  in  the  area.

Leaders  Needed  By  Ar,hur  Hardv 


It’s  been  said  that  a politician 
is  the  only  animal  who  can  sit 
on  a fence  and  yet  keep  both 
ears  -on  the  ground. 

Most  people  wish  that  such  a 
statement  contained  more  hum- 
oi  and  less  truth,  rather  than 
being  so  close  to  fact.  It’s  not  a 
great  joke  that  Americans  in- 
creasingly entrust  elected  offi- 
cials (politicians)  with  power 
over  their  jobs,  their  incomes, 
their  lives:  yet,  at  the  same  time, 
distrust  these  politicians.  It’s  too 
much  of  a parodox  to  be  a.funny 
joke. 

President  Eisenhower  cam- 
paigned bn  the  pledge  to  clean 
up  the  government,  and  restore 
the  faith  of  American  citizens  in 
their  politicians.  Ezra  Taft  Ben- 
son agreed  to  serve  as  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  help  the  presi- 
dent do  this.  And  he  got  the 
hardest  job — at  the  end  of  a 20- 
year  inflation,  when  farm  prices 
were  declining.  His  job  is  to 
satisfy  the  farmer . (with  high 
prices),  the  food-eaters  (with  low 
prices),  the  taxpayer*  (with,  no 
wasted  surplus),  and  the  poli- 
tician (with  Republican  farm- 
ers). 

It’s  quite  a job—  Because  at 
the  same  time  he  is  satisfying 
everybody  else,  Secretary  Benson 
must  also  satisfy  hinfiself.  He 
must  follow  his  own-  beliefs  as 


well  as  those  of  the  President. 
Even  though  farm  prices  had 
been  declining  for  two  years  be- 
fore the  Republicans  took  office, 
and  prices  have  declined  less  un- 
der the  Eisenhower  administra- 
tion than  they  did  under  the  Tru- 
man administration,  Secretary 
Benson  was  pounced  upon  im- 
mediately after  the  inauguration. 
It  was  rumored  that  he  would 
be  the  first  (and  now  the  next) 
member  of  the  cabinet  to  resign 
and  go  home. 

The  President  squelched  this 
(probably  only  temporarily)  last 
week  by  saying  that  it  was  his 
responsibility  to  say  who  would 
be  his  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 
He  also  said  he  had  seen  no  man 
more  dedicated  to  America  than 
Benson. 

Secretary  Benson  demonstrated 
the  truth  of  this  when  he  said, 
“If  congress  decides  our  recom- 
mendations are  not  politically  ex- 
pedient and  changes  them, ' I’m 
not  going  off  in  a corner  to  sulk; 
I’ll  administer  the  program  Con- 
gress enacts  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  so  long  as  the  President 
wants  me  to.” 

No  one  can  say  how  long  Ezra 
Taft  Benson  will  last  in  Wash- 
ington, but  hardly  any  one  can 
say  that  he  isn’t  the  kind  of  man 
we  need  in  our  government  of- 
fices, and  as  our  politicians.

IL  For  future  borrowing  of  all 
materials  from  business-  estab- 
lishments, such  as  clothing,  fur- 
niture, assembly  props,  campaign 
materials,  vehicles,,  etc.,  notifica- 
tion of  this  borrowing  must  be 
given  to  the  Student  Public  Re- 
lations office. 

III.  All  organizational  debts 
with  downtown  merchants  have 
in  the  past  given  BYU  as  a 
school  a poor  reputation.  Organ- 
izations not  clearing  these  debts 
by  January  1,  1954,  will  be  sub- 
ject to  the  “guillotine”  at  the 
Student  Coordinator’s  office.
